USE OF FERTILISERS 


There are three main groups of fertilisers 
or artificial manures, vt each of the three 
is necessary in fairly substantial quantities 
for all crops. They exist in farmyard manure 
and many other substances in greater. or 
lesser quantities. In addition, small quantities 
of certain obscure minerals are required, but 
these usually take care of themselves, and 
lime. 

Nitrogen develops primarily the vegeta- 
tive parts—leaves and stems; thus, if you 
want a big growth above the ground you 
apply nitrogen in the form of sulphate of

This letter, which must interest many 
of my readers, comes from my old friend, 
Brendan Lloyd, now serving on the Gold 
Coast. It has been, I notice, through the 
hands of two censors. 

“You might be interested,” he writes, 
“to hear news of a few Trinity men out 
this way. 

“James Flynn kas now gone to Tamale 
on his recent appointment as Chief 
Inspector of Native Schools. His new 
station is 450 miles inland, where the 
Harmattan is now blowing the dust of the 
dry season between the long spells of rain 
from March, to October. I have met 
several African teachers here who remem- 
ber Flynn’s visits to their schools, which 
are carrying on work, as usual, for 1940 

‘Another Trinity man I met recently 
was Dr. P. C. Cosgrove, of the Gold Coast 
Hospital, and his wife, from Kent. They 
know Ivan Millar well, and Mrs. Cosgrove 
was a neighbour of Mrs. Millar. 

“ Dr. Robinson is also in Accra, but is 
now an M.O. in the R.W.A.A.F 

““You will also recall James Rice, who 
is now in the Lands Department here, and 
custodian of enemy property, great 
quantities of which were seized from 
German firms in Accra. He was. well 
known on Rugger fields.

“One of the M.O.’s here, Dr. F. M. 
Purcell, who is of the years just following 
the Armistice. has written a book on 
“Food and Nutrition in the Gold Coast,’ 
a subject which he is still researching in 
the forest districts. His name featured in 
Trinity water polo teams, I believe, and 
he still maintains an active interest in 
swimming sports, which some of the 
schools hold in their own baths here. 

“ Recently I was a guest at Toc H. in 
Accra, and gave them a short account of 

native development in Rhodesia, on which 
much interest was shown. 

“There are several other Irishmen in 
this battalion: Lieutenant E. H. Muldoon, 
formerly of the Irish Guards; Patterson 
(a Queen’s man in Agriculture here) ; Dr. 
Armstrong (also Queen’s) and one of our . 
M.O.’s in camp. And one I must not 
overlook, a well-known figure in the 
batalion, is the name of Sergeant-Major 
Paddy Malone, who hails from Waterford, 


and has two brothers in the British 
Army.”’

Everyone is agreed on the need in ali 
countries to concentrate on the production 
of foodstuffs in these perilous days.

The Irish Railways 


It was very pleasant to read during this 
week that the gross receipts of the Great 
Southern Railways system had increased 
by nearly £200,000, and those of the Great 
‘Northern Railway by slightly more than 
£120,000. It was less pleasant for the 
Preference and Ordinary shareholders to 
learn that they would obtain no dividends 
—even if the information was nothing 
strange. The two systems have had a 
better year; but 1938 was a year of almost 
unprecedented badness: Gross receipts, 
indeed, increased during 1939, but 
expenditure increased simultaneously, with 
the result that net receipts were, in the 
case of the G.N.R., little better than those 
for 1937, and, in the case of the G.S.R.., 
less. | Wages rose during the last few 


‘months of 1939, and the war has been 


responsible for substantial increases in 
such items as the price of coal. We 
recognise—as the Great Northern Railway 
Shareholders’ Association recognised in 
Belfast a day or two ago—that the share- 
holders’ plight is hard; yet we think that, 
rather than attack the company, it might 
have done better to examine the causes 
which forbid the railway systems to make 
a profit. It is not through want of help 
that the Irish railways have failed to 
show themselves convalescent.

Yet it must be 
admitted that the G.S.R. did not make 
full use of their opportunities.  Con- 
trolling, to all intents and purposes, the 
entire system of public transport in the 
twenty-six counties, they had a splendid 
chance to create a perfectly co-ordinated 
system. If they had taken immediate 
steps to eliminate unnecessary stops, and 
to connect the omnibus, or lorry, and rail- 
way systems, they would have done useful 
work for the country, and, as we think, 
would have brought profit to themselves. 
Unfortunately, they left the work of re- 
organisation half done—and the result is 
clear from their 1930 figures. In effect, 
neither the G.S.R. nor the G.N.R. have 
gained any real advantage from the atten- 
tions of the two Irish Governments. Yet 
we think that every intelligent citizen 
will demand that they shall survive—not 
merely because’ they employ between 
twenty and thirty thousand people, but 
because their existence is necessary to 
this country’s economic life. How can 
their survival be assured? A Joint Parlia- 
mentary Committee has recommended, for 
transport in Northern Ireland, some such 
system as the twenty-six counties adopted 
several years ago: in other words, the 
absorption of road transport by the rail- 
way companies—but the absorption is to 
be spread over a period of years. The 
South still awaits the report of a Trans- 
port Tribunal which was constituted more 
than twelve months ago. The trouble is 
that neither State can wait very much 
longer, Northern Ireland’s plight is, if 
anything, worse than that of the South. 
The railways there cannot wait indefinitely 
for the application of the Joint Com- 
mittee’s plan, which must be put into 
operation at once if any good is to be done. 
The G.S.R. cannot sustain itself with 
hopes of war-time prosperity. It requires 
immediate care. A bill to cover the loop- 
holes in the 1933 Act is needed, and, we 
have no doubt, will be recommended by 
the Transport Tribunal, when, if ever, it 
reports. Otherwise, the figures for 1940 
are unlikely to show any improvement 
over those for 1930. War-time conditions 
may bring an increase of business, but 
the profits are apt to be swallowed by 
war-time costs. 


A National Danger 


Once again Dublin is threatened with a 
labour dispute which may paralyse all 
activity at the city’s port: On last 
Thursday week about one hundred per- 
manent dockers employed by the British 
and Irish Steampacket Company on its 
cross-Channel services went on strike. 
Apparently, the company gave notice of 
its intention to terminate an existing 
agreement on conditions of employment, 
under which, we understand, work was 
guaranteed to a certz:n number of dockers 
known as ‘‘ permanent men.” Notice also 
was given to the Irish Transport and 
General Workers’ Union that the company 
proposed to introduce a number of changes 
in the working conditions, and after a 
conference between masters and men, under 
the auspices of the Ministry for Industry 
and Commerce, had failed to reach an 
agreement, the men’s labour was with- 
drawn.

There must be no stoppage on Tuesday. 


To-motrow was Yesterday 

Beyond. a general agreement that they 
are the salt of the earth, the Irish people 
always have been remarkable for -their 
lack of unanimity. Possibly there is a 
widespread idea that to differ from other 
people is proof of a sturdy independence. 
At the moment this feeling is manifesting 
itself in connection with “ Summer Time,” 
which legally comes into force this week- 
end. The traders of Carlow, that model 
town, assembling with due formality in 
the Town Hall, have “ cocked a snook ”’ 
at the Government and refused to monkey 
with the clocks. Other parts of the 
country have taken up a similar attitude, 
regardless of the consequences, and 
District Justice Goff has declined to grant 
an alteration of licensed hours to a 
Gormanston publican for what he described 
as ‘‘ freak Summer Time.” The result 
will be that anybody who travels for more 
than a few miles through this country from 
Monday onwards will be the shuttlecock 
of Time, and may find himself arriving at 
his destination before he has set out on his 
journey—according to the local clocks. 
To make the situation even more enjoyable, 
here and there in the same area different 
organisations are going to observe different 
times, and a few are not content with 
defying the ‘‘ Summer Time ” ordinance, 
but have resurrected the twenty-five 
minutes or so of which the brutal Saxon 
robbed this country before he left us to 
do our own muddling. It is quite clear 
that a high old time is going to be enjoyed 
by all. Railway companies will be able 
to maintain uniform time over their 
systems, but even the cleverest planner of 
time-tables at Kingsbridge will be unable 
to prevent the train due to reach Carlow 
at, say, ten o’clock from getting there at 
nine, according to local reckoning. At 
the same time, we cannot help wondering 
if a conscientious objector of the sturdy 
Carlow breed will refuse to catch the ten 
o’clock train because his watch says that 
it is not the ten o'clock train. What is 
going to happen if the local Civic Guard 
station observes ‘‘ Summer Time ” and the 
local publicans refuse to do so? Will the 
plea of conscientious objection avail the 
culprit in the inevitable prosecution? 
Supposing the licensed establishments on 
one side of a street obediently observe 
“ Summer Time,” and those on the other 
side stick to “ Old Time,” wills the local 
“ drouths ' be allowed to avail themselves 
of this happy state of affairs, or must they 
select one side and stick to it? If a bet 
is “ put on ” according to one time, and 
the local “ bookie’ is using the other, 
who will decide the issue if the horse 
wins? Can a true-born son of toil save an 
hour’s labour by going to work on one 
system and knocking-off on the other? 
These are deeply interesting problems; 
but, in our opinion, the most important 
question of all is: What is the Government 
going to do about it? If a remote rural 
area prefers to adhere to the present time 
in the future, that is its own affair; but, 
if a time-lag in larger centres of popula- 
tion is going to slow down the wheel of 
industry, that might prove to be a very 
serious matter for the nation as a whole. 


Rarer than Gold 
One of the most popular stories connected 
with desert islands is the one in which the 
stranded sailors find a chest of gold; but, 
as they could not eat gold, nor drink it, 
nor smoke it in their pipes, nor, in fact, 
use it for any purpose at all, it grew

The Polish White Book 


The Polish White Book, which is to be 
published in London shortly, will describe 
th experiences of Poland’s Ambassadors in 
Berlin and Moscow. It will tell of an 
interview with M. Molotoff early on 
September 3rd, in which the Ambassador 
gave Moscow official notification of the 
German entry. The Ambassador says that

Motor Lifeboats for Ships 


As a result of shipwrecked seamen 
dying from exposure in open boats or on 
rafts, the British Ministry of Shipping 
is considering the equipment of all British 
ships with motor lifeboats. It is 
recognised that lives would have leen 
saved, and suffering averted, if ships had 
been so fitted. Shortly after the war began 
the Norwegian Government made a regu!a- 
tion that its merchant vessels must carry 
such boats, and the Danish Government 
followed suit. In the United States of 
America every cargo vessel under construc- 
tion must be provided with a motor hfe- 
boat. All these points are being carefully 
examined by the Ministry, and it 's 
expected that something will be done as 
soon as possible, 


Anglo-Danish Trade 


Negotiations for a new Anglo-Danish 
trade agreement, which were opened in 
London four months ago, have been ie- 
layed owing to differences between the two 
countries of a minor character. These 
differences have been taken separately and 
discussed in detail, with the result that 
most of the British Government’s proposa!s 
have been approved, and a final drait ot 
the treaty, now being drawn up, is ¢% 
pected to be signed next month. = [he 
agreement relates to imports from Den 
mark, which consist mainly of bacor. 
butter, eggs and agricultural produce, and 
provides also for an expansion of British 
exports to Denmark. This afternoon !t 
was officially announced in Oslo that a 
trade agreement had been reached bet wee"

WO cinemas were bombed in 
Derry to-night and damaged 
about their main entrances, shortly 
after they had closed, but nobody 
was hurt. 

The explosions are believed to be the 
sequel to warnings received by cinemas in 
the city against showing British news reels 
or propaganda. Most of the cinemas in 
the city have shown the news reels 
throughout the week, and it is understood 
that they will continue to do so to-morrow. 

The first explosion occurred at the 
Strand Cinema, Strand road, at about 
11.20. Mr. A. O’Doherty, a city reporter, 
was passing the cinema when he heard a 
hissing sound and smelt sulphur. The 
explosion occurred immediately after- 
wards. 

A young man was seen running up 
Patrick street, and was pursued a 
detective and another man named William 
Love, who, however, failed to catch the 
“én : 

he explosion did little damage to the 
cinema, The glass in the window over the 
main entrance was shattered and a window 
in the café was smashed. The pavement 
was littered with glass, and in the midst 
of it lay a table tennis ball. 

While a crowd gathered round the 
Strand Cinema, about seven minutes later 
another more intense explosion was heard 
about a mile away. 

This was at the Midland Cinema, in 
the Waterside district, where similar 
damage was done and nobody was hurt. 
This cinema also was closed at the time 
of the explosion. 

Head Constable Huston and a detach- 
ment of. police took charge at the two 
cinemas, and pieces of home-made bombs 
are stated to have been found.

A CENTRAL BED 
BUREAU 


CORONER'S COMMENT 
AT AN INQUEST 


‘3 HE need for a Central Bed Bureau 
for hospitals was commented 
upon by the County Dublin Coroner 
(Dr. J. P. Brennan), when he held 
an inquest in St, Columcille’s Hos-. 
pital, Loughlinstown, on a seven 
months old child, Martha a of 
Con Gardens, Glasthule, who 
died in the hospital following scalds 

received at her home. 


DOCTOR’S EVIDENCE 


The child’s father, Michael Byrne, told 
how he had taken her to St. Michael's 
Hospital, Dun Laoghaire; the child was 
treated, but as there was no room in that 
hospital she had to be taken to St. 
Columcille's. 

Dr. John J. Gray, house surgeon at 
St. Michael’s Hospital, said that when the 
child was brought in no bed was avail- 
able. He rang up Temple street Children’s 
Hospital and was told that no bed was 
available there; he then telephoned St. 
Columcille’s and was told they could take 
the baby, and it was sent to that hospital. 


A COMMON PRACTICE 


Answering questions by the Coroner, he 
said that there was no organised scheme 
or central bureau which he could at once 
inform that he had a patient which he 
could not admit. He thought that the 
delay could have been a factor in hasten- 
ing the death of the baby ; if he had been 
able to admit it, it would have stood a 
better chance. It was a common practice 
to have to ring up one hospital after 
another in cases of that kind ; they seldom 
got any satisfaction. 

Dr. Joshua Pim gave evidence of the 
admission of the child to St. Columcille’s 
Hospital, and its subsequent death from 
shock due to extensive scalds. 


CORONER’S REMARKS 


The Coroner, addressing the jury, said 
that this was an account of circumstances 
which, if continued, would be a grave 
danger to any section of the public which 
might need hospital treatment. 

If a house surgeon had at his disposal a 
central bureau which he could ring up and 
ask where there was a vacancy for a 
patient, there would be little delay. Large 
sums of money were available for pur- 
poses of hospitalisation ; it was not for him 
to criticise the delay there might be in 
spending these funds, but he thought all 
reasonable citizens would agree that ample 
time had been given to allow of some 
scheme of hospitalisation. Ample time 
had been available to permit the intro- 
duction of a central bureau. This would 
eliminate having to ring up hospital and 
hospital and getting refusal after refusal. 


THE L.G. DEPARTMENT 

“If through the fault of the Local 
Government Department men or women 
should lose their-lives, it would be my 
duty as Coroner to inquire into the 
circumstances,” added Dr. Brennan. 

He did not think the Local Government 
Department should escape blame in this 
case for failing to do something for the 
poor or anyone sick. 

In returning a verdict in accordance 
with the medical evidence, the jury added 
a rider that they had come to the con- 
clusion that a hospital bureau was an 
urgent necessity, and that whatever body 
was responsible should see to its establish- 
ment immediately. 


ANOTHER INQUEST 

The Dublig City Coroner (Dr. D. A. 
McErlean) dealt with another scalding 
case at the Temple Street Children’s 
Hospital. He returned a verdict of 
accidental death on John Mulrooney (17 
months), of North Gloucester place, 
Dublin, who died in the hospital follow- 
ing scalds received in his home.

NEW METHODS

‘Britain looks, above all, to stopping 
the transport of Scandinavian minerals to 
Germany through Norwegian waters. The 
presence of a British squadron near the 
Northern coast of Norway would appear to 
indicate a firm intention to cut off even 
by direct intervention this means of 
supply. 

‘If then, as appears to be the case, 
these are Britain’s intentions, further 
incidents must not be excluded. Thus it 
can well be understood why anxiety is in- 
creasing in the Scandinavian countries.” 


BLACK SEA TO ARCTIC 


Italian newspapers to-day devote 
columns of space to despatches from all 
over Europe about what their headlines 
describe as the ‘‘ Threat of war from the 
Black Sea.to the Arctic.’’ While all of 
them refrain from comment, the reader 1s 
left with the impression that hostilities 
may break out at any moment in the 
Causasus as well as Northern Europe— 
even if the Balkans are exempt. : 

In a report from Istanbul the Tribuna 
quotes a statement in the newspaper Yeni 
Sabah that Turkey will enter the war on 
the side of the Allies “ the day any Power 
marches against the Balkans.’

IRISH MISTRESSES ON ITS

OME careers for girls were dealt with by 
S speakers at the annual meeting of the 


Central Association of Irish School 
Mistresses at Alexandra College, Dublin, last 


night. 

Mrs. Preston, Principal of Alexandra 
College, who presided at the opening of the 
proceedings, made sympathetic reference to 
the deaths of their President, Miss Elsie 
Tuckey, and of Dr. Badham, one of their 
oldest members. 

Miss Lucy Stanton, having been unani- 
mously elected President, subsequently took 
the chair. 


THE SCHOOL PROGRAMME 


The annual report, which was read by the 
hon. secretary, Miss C. Bewley, stated that 
perhaps the event of outstanding educational 
interest in the year was the issue by the 
Department of Education of proposed 
changes in the secondary school programme, 
and an invitation by the then Minister for 
Education to the educational associations to 
send deputations to discuss those changes 
with him. The actual result had been some- 
what disappointing, but they welcomed the 
implied principle, and hoped that. this coming 


together of the‘administrative anthorities and |’ 


those engaged in teaching might be still 
further developed in the future. 

A summary of the proposed changes had 
been issued to their members, and on receipt 
of replies from them a special committee 
meeting had been held to draft a reply and 
to appoint delegates. «4 : 

They had been told at an interview later 
“with the Minister for Education that their 
association was the only one that had objected 
to a joint course in history and geography, 
and that rather incredible fact was, perhaps, 
the reason why those subjects had not been 
separated in the new course for the Inter- 
mediate certificate. 

Once again they were forced to the con- 
clusion that girls’ secondary education was 
not receiving as much consideration from the 
Department of Education as they felt it 
deserved, and that the programme was drawn 
up mainly to accord with the requirements 
of boys’ schools. 


A COMPARISON 


“The fact that boys’ schools in Eire are, | 


on the whole conducted on more conservative 
and academic lines than most of our own 
schools means.” said the report, “that we 
have to submit to a programme that is far 
Jess elastic and cultural than we feel it de- 
sirable. There seems to be an unhealthy fear 
of greater liberty, and a tendency to label 
any of the less purely intellectual subjects as 
‘soft.’ ” 

It was a matter for very. great regret that 
they had little or no opportunity in this 
country for open discusston of educational 
theory and practice; for hearing . one 
another’s views, and the opinion of experts, 
and that education ‘continued to be adminis- 
tered in a more or less hole-and-corner 
fashion. 


NURSING AS A CAREER 


Miss Reeves, Matron, Stevens’s Hospital, 
in an address on nursing as a career for girls, 
said that the training and the life were 
arduous, and nursing was uphill work all 
the way, even to the end. Nineteen years 
was the earliest age at which a girl should 
take up nursing, and she thought that a girl 
should have a period of enjoyment before 
taxing up such work. 

One thing absolutely essential was that a 
girl should be absolutely physically fit. If 
girls wanted to lead a useful life; if they 
could make up their minds never to be very 
rich, aud, perhaps, never to be very -im- 
portant, she would advise them to take up 
nursing, but if they did not care for human ' 
beings she would advise them not to go near 
nursing, | 


SECRETARIAL WORK 

Miss F. Smith, speaking of secretarial work 
as a career for girls, said that she considered 
it specially suitable. She knew of nocareer 
which demanded a better all-round educa- 
tion, wider general knowledge, and a greater 
need for neatmess, accuracy, atten- 
tion to detail, and common-sense. 
It was a mistake to think that a oe 
of shorthand and typewriting would make 
up for educational defects in other things. 
The standard of efficiency demanded was 
considerably higher than it was some years 


ago. 

Miss H. Micks spoke about physiotheraphy, 
the training necessary and the duties in pur- 
suing a course in massage, and said that 
there were a great many openings for girls 
in physiotheraphy, which did not require the 
robust constitution demanded by nursing. 

Miss B. Taylor, who dealt with veterinary 
work, said that only since 1921 had the pro- 
fession been open to. women. The standard 
of the examinations was: very. high, The 
profession appealed only to a very limited 
number of girls, and there were not many 
openings jn it for girls.

MR. FRANCIS EDWARD TYDD 

The death has occurred at his residence, 
Richmond House, Clonmel, of Mr. Francis 
Edward Tydd, LL.B., probably the oldest 
practising solicitor in Ireland, in his eighty- 
seventh year. The son of the late Francis 
Prittie Tydd, solicitor, Cli mel, he had been 
solicitor to the South ‘ipperary County 
Council since its estat ishment after the 
passing of the Local Government Act of 
1898.

HE REV. CANON H. BE. HYDE, Home 
Secretary of the Church. Assembly 
Missio L Council, _ spoke on . saw

Canon Hyde said that, until a generation 
ago the average Churchman’ divided the 
Church into two distinct--parts—the Church 
at home and the foreign»missions, - Often to 
be enthusiastic about foreign. missions was 
interpreted as eccentricity. People said: Why 
send money out of the. country: when: there 
was so much to be done at home? If St. Paul 
had adopted that attitude and remained at 


home it was doubtiul ‘whether the Gospel 
would have reached. the British, Isles. 
Although things had changed, and the 


Churches had rapidly become missionary- 
minded and missionary-hearted, they still c- 
a very long way to go. ere were, Íor 
Eo 1,000 parishes in England that, did 
not, contribute to the overseas work oí the 


Church. 
EXPANSION 


Side by side with the expansion oí the 
Church overseas, there must, be a correspond- 
ing expansion at home. They could not have 
a go-away people and a stay-at-home Church. 
The British Empire had spread all over the 
world, and British people—with whom he in- 
cluded the Irish—had left home and 
followed the flag. There was not a country 
in the world to which British people had 
not found their way for some reason or 
another, and every man who left the home 
country was a potential missionary for good 
or ‘for evil. After much travel and experi- 
ence in many ‘parts of the world he did not 
know of anything that had revealed the weak- 
ness of Christianity more than the standards 
that these people had set. Missionaries had 
told them that their work would be in- 
finitely easier if the British people in ther 
areas would lead decent lives and make some 
profession of Christianity. That was a task 
that was often lost sight of by the Church. 

What a wonderful thing it would be if 
every man who left these shores to settle 
in some part of the world went as an 
ambassador of Christ. Many godly men had 
emigrated, but they were not by any means 
the. majority. 


.UNDER OTHER FLAGS . 
Canon Hyde spoke: of . British dispersion 
under three heads — the people who were 
living under the flags of other nations; the 
hÓ“ 2 in Colonies, and the people who, he 
said, went down to the sea in ships. Under 
the first category there were British nationals 
in every part of the world and in all 
occupations. These British people lived with 
people who had different standards of civilisa- 
tion, and those of them who were responsible 
for the overseas policy of the Church must 
keep in mind that large block of their own 
people and see what could be done for their 
spiritual welfare, even with the minimum 
of the Church’s administrations. What was 
going to be the result of this contact of their 
own people with the millions of indigenous 
peoples, and its relation to world evangelisa- 
tion. They could either back up the mission- 
aries, or, by their mode of living, smash the 
work of generations.

MORTGAGEE’S RIGHTS 
DEFINED

ESERVED judgment was given in an 
R appeal which had been stated to be of 
considerable importance, because it 
raised the point whether the change in the 
procedure of the High Court had altered the 
old law that a mortgagee could pursue all his 
remedies at once. 

The appeal, which was allowed, had been 
ne on behalf of Miss Eileen Barden, 8 
Thistle Grove, Evelyn Gardens, London, 
S.W., from an order of the High Court, stay- 
ing proceedings taken by her against Joseph 
Downes, farmer, and his wife, Mrs. Annie 
Downes, Drumree a nstown, County 
Meath, claiming £052 odd, principal and in- 
terest, stated to be due under a deed of charge 
in respect of land in County Meath, 

The appeal had been taken on the ground 
that the judge who had stayed the proceed- 
ings had been wrong in law, and had mis- 
directed himself in regard to the facts in 
refusing to give judgment for Miss Barden in 
accordance with the claim endorsed on the 
originating summons, by reason solely of the 
existence of another action between the same 
parties to raise the amount of a charge of 
£652 odd, principal and interest, stated to be 
due by Mr. and Mrs. Downes to Miss Barden 
— the covenant contained in the mortgage 

eed. ‘ 

It had been stated during the hearing of 
the appeal that in February, 1919 iss 
Barden advanced £580 to Mr. and Mrs. 
Downes, who were joint owners in fee simple 
of about 86 acres of land. In October, 1938, 
a summons was issued, corresponding to the 
old Chancery summons, to raise the charge. 
It claimed an account and a declaration that 
the money was well charged on the land, pay- 
ment, and, in default, a sale. ere was no 
defence to that summons, and Far was 
given by consent. In July, 1939, the lands 
were put up for sale by auction, but there 
were no bidders, and in September the present 
summons Was 188U 

When the san before whom the summons 
came was iníormed that there had been pre- 
vious proceedings to taise the amount of the 
charge he stayed the proceedings, 


SUBMISSIONS 

Tt had been submitted on behalf of Miss 
Barden that it would be a great hardship if 
this remedy were: taken away, and that if 
there were no cause of action the judge should 
have dismissed the summons and not stayed 
the proceedings. 

For Mr. and Mrs. Downes, it had been 
submitted that the first Constitution of the 
Trish Free State and the Courts of Justice 
Act passed under it abolished the old dis- 
tinction between the divisions of the High 
Court, and simplif -:-] the forms of procedure 
to give a cheaper remedy to the public. A 
mortgage suit could then be coupled with a 
personal action, and the two actions should 
have been taken together. 

The Chief Justice intimated that he agreed 
with the conclusion at which Mr. Justice 
Murnaghan had arrived in his judgment, 
which he had read. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan, in the course of 
his judgment, said that in the Court of Chan- 
cery a mortgagee might enforce his security

An action on the covenant could 
be brought in the common law courts, and it 
was an established rule that a mortgagee 
mag pursue all his remedies at the same 
ime. 


brought about the Judicature Act of 1877, the 
relief by way of sale and the personal judg- 
ment on covenant could be obtained in an 
action in the Chancery Division. In England, 
where foreclosure was resorted to very 
frequently instead of sale, claims on the 
covenant were joined in actions seeking fore- 
closure, and the practice was regulated by 
several decided cases. 


CASES QUOTED 

In Earl Poulet v. Viscount Hill, the Court 

of Appeal in England laid down the rule in 
the words of Lord Justice Kay: ‘‘ When an 
action has been brought by the plaintiff to 
recover everything to which he is entitled, he 
ought not to bring another.” The Court 
stayed the second action in the Chancery 
Division for money due upon covenant on the 
ground that the same money was the subject 
of the foreclosure proceedings. 
_ In Williams v. Hunt, the Court of Appeal 
in England held that a stay should be put 
on an action in the King’s Bench Division 
founded upon covenant which was brought 
after the plaintiff had commenced proceedings 
by action in the Chancery Division claiming 
an account and sale on foreclosure, 

In proceedings in Ireland, which were pro- 
ceedings for sale and never for foreclosure, he 
did not think that a personal order for pay: 
ment ever was made, and the English cases 
should be read, bearing in mind this difference 
in practice. 

e well-known summary remedy under the 
rules made under the Judicature Act com- 
menced by originating summons under Order 
LY, allowed a mortgagee to take proceedings 
for sale. In Bradshaw v. McMullan, e 
Court of Appeal in Ireland had held that in 
such an application no personal order for 
payment could be made, and refused to stay 
an action in the King’s Bench Division on the 
covenant. Lord Chancellor O’Brien had said: 
** As the. creditor could not, in the proceed- 
ings by originating summons, have obtained 
any relief except as against the property, he 


cannot, by instituting such . s, be 
deemed to have a oned hid other rig ta.” 
Having referred to the rules prescribing 
the íorm oí summary summons for appli- 
cations for sale by a mortgagee, and the form 
of summons for claims for a liquidated sum, 
Mr. Justice Murnaghan said that if it were 
ssible to combine in one summons a claim 
or a liquidated sum and an application for 
sale the failure of the plaintiff to do so, 
except upon very special grounds, would be a 
reason for staying the second summons, But 
under the rules, the procedure on the sum- 
mary summons for a claim for a liquidated 
sum was quite distinct from that on the sum- 
mary summons for aale by as mortgagee. 


SUGGESTION 
“In my opinion,” said Mr. Justice Mur- 
naghan, “' iú is impossible under the rules to 
have the claim on covenant and the appli- 
cation for sale in the same s ns. If 
these claims are to be combined, it can be 
done only on an originating plenary summons, 


but in any amendment that may be made of 
our rules it seems to me desirable, in the in- 
terest of mortgagors, that mortgagées should 
not be driven to seek a norm on 
pain of being treated as this 
laim if they-do not ask for it at the institu.

It is a question into which there enter 
several elements, particularly relative speed, 
gun-range, strategy, and the chemical aids 
that rival commanders may utilise to effect 
their scheme. In the engagement off Monte 
Video, the screen of smoke thrown up by 
the attacking vessels served its purpose well; 
but as to how far it succeeded in preventing 
the gunners of the Graf Spee from securing hits 
in all their discharges will probably never 
be known. All that can be reasonably 
affirmed is that it caused a number of shells 
to miss their objective. But smoke barrage 
must always be regarded in naval warfare 
as variable and inconstant, depending mainly 
for ita efficacy on atmospheric conditions. 
It is on the other essentials—speed, arma- 
ment and gun power—that decisiveness, 


enerally speaking, depends; and in this 
atest of historic Rehts. the paradoxical fact 
emerges that the ‘‘pocket’’ battleship, 


,000 yards, at a maximum elevation of 
degrees, and firing projectiles of 6701b., 
has been stampeded to her doom by three 
inferior warships with the only advantage of 
higher speed. The fight and its issue involve 
considerations which are bound to exercise 
the minds of experts and strategists, and 
to make it a matter of prime interest with 
all maritime Powers whether the warship 
of the future shall correspond to the arma- 
ment and equipment of the big battleship 
or to a lighter, faster and more heavily- 
armed type of cruiser.

BRILLIANT EXPLOIT 


In the few hours that it lasted a mighty 
steel-clad ship, carrying all the devastating 
weapons that scientific skill could furnish, 
was sorely crippled by three smaller craft, 
much inferior in gun e, and compelled 
to flee. One cost £3,750,000; the others some- 
thing less than half that figure. In that plain 
statement there are involved considerations 
which must give the naval advisers of 
Governments serious cause to carefully 
examine every aspect of the problem.

High Command as “‘surprising audacity, 
can transform material inferiority into fight- 
ing superiority, 

The action of Uruguay will make well- 
informed people reall & speech which one 
of the Civil Lords of the Admiralty made 
in the British House of Commons during 
the debate on the naval estimates for 1955. 

He said :—‘‘ We do not want capital ships, 
‘because we believe that the abolition of the 
capital ship would make the cruiser the 
capital ship of the future—the biggest unit— 
and with the result that, so far from leading 
to economy, it would be to involve us in 
considerably increased expense.” 

In the light of recent happenings, naval 
authorities may well ask themselves 


how does that assertion stand. Is it 
not, in the language of Jack Tar, 
torpedoed? In the days of the wooden 


ships there was diversity of opinion as to the 
size of the naval unit, and as steel-armoured 
ships and their turret guns have become 
greater, variety of views has become more 
marked. 


WEAK ARGUMENT 


Reading the opinions, pro and con, there 
is apparent a lack of reasoned argument that 
would carry the conviction that the chief 
fighting ships should be from twice to three 
times the size, and cost nine or ten times as 
much as the principal craft of to-day. 
Neither Sir Euan Wallace, the Admiralty 
lord above quoted, nor any responsible 
Minister or expert since, has given any 
reason why the first ships of the line, either 
British or foreign, should he of such dimen- 
sions. Jn an analysis of the results achieved 
by the different classes of ship during the 
World War the most substantial were those 
accomplished by those of the cruiser and de- 
stroyer class. The Dreadnoughts certain! 
fell as much below expectations as the Gi 
von Spee has disappointed Grand Admiral 
von Raeder. Their cost, upkeep, and diffi-

So far from size grving 
any protection against attack, no matter 
what its source may be, it only makes it more 
liable to be hit. Whether the range of fire of 
two combatants be extreme or medium, the 
arger they are the more liable they are to 
be either crippled or Experience of 
navy men in AE supports that view. . 

In torpedo attack, for the same reason, it 
is obvious that the smaller ship has the 
better chance of escape. Her more rapid 
movement and better mancuvring favour her 
all the more. But the battleship is a huge 
target, into which several torpedoes may cut 


in deadly succession, leaving her virtually 
helpless. Frankly, her great bulk, like the 
mas y ages, only makes her the 


more easily wounded by a smaller foe. 
Attacked either by submarine, surface craft 
or bomber. the large ship of battle is more 
likely to be put out of action. Any injury 
above deck or under water-line is always 
certain to disable them more than cruiser or 
torpedo destroyer.

“The statements reported in the public 
Press of the 21st instant as having been 
made at a meeting of the Dublin Board of 
Public Health on the 20th instant regarding 
the production and sale of highest grade milk 
are, in the opinion of the Department of 
Local Government and Public Health, calcu- 
lated to mislead the public as to the actual 

sition. Producers’ licences for the sale of 

ighest grade milk are issued yearly, and 
are held subject to compliance with the con- 
ditions prescribed by the Milk and Dairies 
(Special Designations) Regulations. These 
regulations are designed to ensure that the 
milk to which a special designation 1s 
attached is of the quality specified. Super- 
vision of the producers’ premises 1s necessary 
for that purpose. The reported statement as 
to the manner in which inspections are made 
is entirely unwarranted. Representatives of 
the Hichest Grade Milk Producers’ Associa- 
tion recently had an interview with the 
Minister, and at no time did the discussions 
indicate that any such charge could be 
made. 

“There is no indication of any falling-off 
in the number of applications for producers 
licences for the sale of highest grade milk.

PRODUCTION 


GOVERNMENT’S MAIZE

The annual general meeting of the members 


of pa sr a ; i Willington, 
at the iactory yeste : r. J. Wi n 
President; presided, pad in his address to 
the members said that, while the number of 
piss handled during the year was somewhat 


w the number handled during the year 


1938, the profits were such as would enable 
them to declare a dividend of 5 per cent. for 
the year 1939 with an additional 5 per cent., 
making 10 per cent. in all. In addition, 
member suppliers would be paid a pig divi- 
dend of 3 per cent. on each pig delivered to 
the factory during the year 1630. 


Continuing, 
Mr. Willington said there was a marked de- 
crease in the number of pigs available to the 
factories, which would indicate that pig pro- 
ducers had gone out of pig production, 

This reduction in pig production was 
attributed directly to the Government's 
maize mixture scheme, a scheme which 
made feeding stuffs impossible to obtain, 
even at prices beyond the reach of the 
pig producers. 

He instanced the case of maize meal 
being retailed m England at £3 to £5 per ton 
while the same commodity in Eire cost £12 
per ton. This abnormal difference in prices 
led one to believe that Irish mills were obtain. 
img excessive margins of profit. He said that 
there were indications that the future sup- 
plies of maize would increase, and that tht 
would tend towards increased pig production. 
Mr. F. J. Gantly, managing director, 
appealed to producers to concentrate on 
increased pig production. 


WORKERS’ PAY INCREASED

«The Department of Justice would welcome 
representations nm EE the proposed new 
legislation amending the Enforcement of 
Courts’ Orders Act,” stated Mr. George M. 
Burdett, organising secretary of the National 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children, speaking at a meeting of the 
Women’s Societies and Social Workers’ Joint 
Committee last night in the Mavsion House, 
Dublin. 

Mr. Burdett proposed a motion ping 
against the delay in introducing legislation 
to amend the law relating to the payment of 
maintenance and affiliation orders. He said 
that they wanted the law made simpler, not 
because they wanted to use it on any pretext, 


| but “because they wanted to make it an effec- 


tive safeguard for children. They recom- 
mended that the maximum payment should - 
be raised from £2 to £4 or £5 weekly. 

Mrs. Craig Davidson, representing the 
Mothers’ Union, said that although amending 
legislation was drafted, no component body 
of the society had been asked to submit its 
views. 

The Rev. Canon Simpson, who also 
supported the resolution, commented on our 
ge ai od in social science, and said that 
it would be an enormous advantage if the 
societies could have associated with them 

roups of working women, for, as it was, 
their words did not carry much weight with 
the Government.
